members of the grain trade of this city, as 
well as the business public in general. 

‘the reason given for the change suggests 
no objection to Memphis whatever. It was 
simply the inability of the transportation 
committee of the association to secure the 
proper concessions in the way of rates to 
insure the large attendance that would make 
the convention the success it should be. 

It is to be regretted that the railroads - 
could not be induced to grant the proper 
rates, since the trade here had worked hard 
for the gathering and because it would have 
resulted in greatly broadening the interest 
of the grain world in Memphis, the section 
of which this city is the head, and the entire

land and the increase of the transportation 
facilities of the lines passing through Mem- 
phis to New Orleans, for rapid expansion 
in the handling of grain. Memphis is just 
beginning to awaken to her importance as 
a grain center and this convention would 
have done a great deal toward further 
arousing the grain trade along this line.

The Discovery of Peoria. 


Peoria, the camping place of the G. D. N. 
A. this year, was discovered by a Swede, 
named Mique La Salle about 30 years be- 
fore the Genoese navigator steered the 
Spanish vessels into San Salvador. 

Mr. La Salle became so enamored of the 
citizens of the valley tat he erected a blind 
hospital on the South bank of the Illinois 
river in the fall of 1680. During his stay 
here, which was prolonged by the bountiful 


crop of snow drops and icicles, he started 
a religious order, known as the Creve Coeur 


Club. Its members broke the hearts of all 
the Indian maidens of the village and 
thwarted the original purpose of the orga- 


nization, Several charter members are still 


paying dues altho they deny memory of the 
original purpose. The city was captured by 
the Distillery Trust about 1867. It has been 
used as a capital ever since.

Toledo Makes No. 3 Corn Deliver- 
able on Contracts. 


Toledo has taken the initiative step and 
made No. 3 Yellow Corn deliverable on con- 
tracts. 

Day before yesterday the Directors of the 
Toledo Board of Trade adopted the following 
resolution : 

That all contracts made after October 
tst in corn for future delivery shall be con 
sidered to be No. 3 Yellow Corn, unless 
otherwise specified at the time the contracts 
are made. This does not prevent trading 
in No. 2 Mixed Corn for future delivery. 
All contracts for No. 2 Mixed Corn to be 
filled by deliveries of No. 2 Mixed Corn 
or No. 3 Yellow Corn, at the option -of 
the seller. 

The Toledo rule provides that: 

No. 3 Yellow Corn shall be at least 90 
per cent yellow, must be sound, reasonably 
dry and reasonably clean and may be 
slightly mixed with unsound kernels. 

President W. H. Bergin of the Produce 
Exchange writes: “The resolution speaks 
for itself. It means simply that contract 
ecrn in Toledo is a No. 3 Yellow, but that 
does not prevent anyone trading in No. 2 
Mixed. Unless something is said as regards 
No. 2 Mixed at the time contracts are 
made, it is understood that it is to be No. 
3 Yellow. You will also note that one can 
deliver No. 3 Yellow Corn on a contract 
for No. 2 Mixed, but you cannot deliver 
No. 2 Mixed on a contract for No. 3 
Yellow. It results in giving the shipper of 
a No. 3 Yellow the advantage of hedging in 
Toledo.

PREAMBLE. 

We, the undersigned, being regularly en- 
gaged in the buying and selling of grain, 
and recognizing the necessity of a na- 
tional association of grain, dealers, do 
hereby associate ourselves in an organiza- 
tion, the object of which shall be the 
advancement and protection of the com- 
mon interests of those regularly engaged 
in the grain business, the formulating of 
rules for the transaction of business and 
the promotion of friendly relations among 
legitimate grain men of the country; for 
the furtherance of that purpose we here- 
by create and establish this constitution. 


CONSTITUTION. 
Article I.—Name. 


Section 1. The name of this organiza- 
tion shall be the Grain Dealers’ National 
Association. 


Article II.—Membership. 

Section 1. There shall be two kinds of 
members, regular and affiliated. The reg- 
ular members shall be given membership 
regardless of their membership in any 
other organization; the affiliated members 
shall obtain membership by reason of 
their membership in an organization af- 
filiated with this association. 

Sec. 2, Any person, firm or corporation 
operating a grain elevator, and engaging 
in the buying and selling of grain con- 
tinuously in unorganized territory may be- 
come a regular member of this associa- 
tion. BUT UPON THE ORGANIZATION 
OF AN ASSOCIATION IN THAT TER- 
RITORY SUCH MEMBER SHALL BE 
TRANSFERRED TO THE LOCAL OR-

Article III.—Officers. 
The officers of this association 
shall be a president, first vice-president, 
second vice-president, secretary-treasurer, 
and a board of directors, composed of the 
president, secretary, one director at large 
(not a member of any state, district or 
local association), and one director from 
each state or local association having 
twenty or more members. 

Sec. 2. In case a vacancy shall occur in 
the office of president, first or second vice- 
president, and the one director at large, 
the board of directors shall fill the same 
by appointment, to serve until the next 
regular election.

Sec. 5. The election of officers shall be 
held at each annual meeting, and they 
shall hold office for the term of one year, 
or until their successors have been duly 
elected and have qualified. 

Article I[V.—Duties of Officers. 

Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the presi- 
dent to preside at all meetings of the as- 
sociation and board of directors, have a 
general supervision of the work of the as- 
sociation. He shall have power to call 
meetings of the board of directors. 

Sec. 2. In the absence of the president, 
the first vice-president shall preside at all 
meetings of the association, and in the 
absence of both, the second vice-president 
shall preside, and in the absence of all 
three, the members shall choose some 
member to act during the meeting. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the sec- 
retary-treasurer to record and preserve 
the minutes of all meetings of the asso- 
ciation and of the board of directors. He 
shall conduct all correspondence, issue all 
notices of meetings to state, district and 
local association secretaries and regular 
members. He shall make a full report of 
the work of the association at each an- 
nual meeting, keep state, district and lo- 
cal secretaries and regular members in- 
formed of what is being done between 
meetings, and any other duties required 
of him by the board of directors. He 
shall collect all membership fees and dues 
due this association from state, district 
or local associations or regular members.

; Article V.—Complaints, 

Section 1. All the complaints or griev- 
ances of a national character should come 
to the secretary of this association from 
the secretaries of the local associations, 
unless the complaining member is a regu- 
lar member, in which case it can be made 
direct to the secretary. a 

Sec. 2. All complaints and grievances 
submitted shall receive the prompt atten- 
tion of the secretary, and, if necessary, re- 
ferred to the executive committee, which 
shall make a thorough investigation of 
the case. 

Sec. 38. Appeal from the action of the 
secretary, executive committee or any 
other officers of this association may be 
made to the board of directors. 

Article VI.—Arrears. 

Section 1. Any state, district or local as- 
sociation or regular member who is six 
months in arrears for dues may be sus- 
pended from any benefits or representa- 
tion in the association. 

Sec. 2, It shall be the duties of all mem- 
bers to aid in protecting the interests of 
every member of this association. 

Sec. 3. Any member of a state, district 
or local association, suspended or expelled 
for any cause, under the laws of said 
association, shall be recorded the same 
in this association; provided, however, if 
the offense is not in violation of this con- 
stitution and by-laws, the member may 
appeal to the board of directors of this as- 
sociation. 

Article VII.—Amendments. 

Section 1. These by-laws may be altered 
or amended by a two-thirds vote in the 
affirmative of the members of the board 
of directors, or by a vote in the affirma- 
tive of a majority of the members present 
at any meeting.
